NEW YORK—tThirty-six mem- 


bers of the administrative com- 
mittee of the. Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, and a number 
of other active members of the 
organization ‘in thirty states, 
have addressed ’a telegram to the 
American Zionist Emergency 
Council and to Dr. Israel Gold- 
stein, president of the ZOA, ask- 
ing for the restoration to Zion- 
ist leadership of Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver and for settlement of the 
dispute within the Zionist ranks 
in the United States, it was an- 
nounced here today.

LONDON — Three Hungarian 


officers charged with torturing 
and murdering Jewish forced 
laborers were hanged publicly this 
week after being convicted by the 
People’s Tribunal in Budapest, the 
London Jewish Chronicle reports. 
They were the first of a group of 
Hungarian war criminals charged 
with murdering Jews. 


The report says that heart- 
breaking scenes took place in 
Budapest when the bodies of 6,141 


murdered Jews were disinterred 
from the ruins of the Hungarian 
capital and re-buried in accord- 
ance with Jewish ritual. The ma- 
jority of these Jews were killed 
by the Gestapo and by members 
of the Hungarian pro-Nazi Arrow 
Crem.

NEW YORK -— Dr. Bernard 


Drachman, 83, former president 
of the Union of Orthodox Congre- 
gation of America, died here Mon- 
day. 

He was a rabbi of Congrega- 
tion Ohab Zedek, in Newark, N. 
J. from 1885 to 1887, and rabbi of 
the Zichron Ephraim Congrega- 
tion here from 1889 until his re- 
tirement in 1940, after celebrating 
his fiftieth anniversary. 

Rabbi Drachman was a founder 
of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary of America (1886), Profes- 
sor of Biblical Exegesis and He- 
brew Philosophy there from 1887 
until 1902, and later Professor of 
Bible and Rabbinical Codes. In 
1905 Dr. Drachman founded the 
Jewish Sabbath Alliance of Amer- 
ica, and was its president for 
many years.

Is Anti-Semitic 
Alarm Just Hokum? 


S THE alarm about “anti- 

Semitism in America” just so 
much hokum? 

The Forward seems to be en- 
gaged in a subtle campaign to 
cry down any excitement. It has 
run many articles recently criti- 
cizing the concern of people in 
this respect. Now appears an 
editorial ostensibly praising Jew- 
ish participation in our armed 
forces. It mentions General Mor- 
.Tis Rose, of Cologne fame. It 
cites Major Harold Cohen, ac- 
tive at Coblenz, and stresses the 
great number of Jews in Amer- 
ican civil administration in Ger- 
many. But then it concludes: 
“When people fight together for 
the same ideals; and shed their 
blood, deep friendships are ce- 
mented. We are certain that this 
battlefield friendship between 
Jew and Christian, cannot ever 
be destroyed by anyone.” 

Its leading commentator, Hil- 
lel Rogoff, strikes a _  Star- 
Spangled note. “America is the 


best land for Jews,” he declares. 
“Only in a democracy is such a 
thing possible. Anti-Semitism as- 
sumes terrible forms only where 
political freedom no longer ex- 
ists. In this free land agitation 


can be stopped through counter- 
attacks and counter-propaganda.” 

There is not a reader of The 
Post who will not ardently hope 
that all these statements are 
true. But, in all fairness, we 
should be reminded that The For- 
ward has on several occasions 
criticized the Zionists for their 
concern with Jew-hatred. It has 
even asserted that Zionists feed 
on fear. Furthermore, it is pres- 
ently interested in hampering 
American Zionism—because of 
its enmity to the UPA. When the 
UPA was divorced from the JDC, 
it ran a headline stating that 
“Zionists” were destroying the 
United Appeal. Its partnership 
towards the JDC stems from its 
alliance with the Jewish Labor 
Committee, which is anti-Zionist. 

We have taken the reader on 
this political Jewish excursion, 
simply to show him the source 
of sentiments which, on first 
sight, seem highly and thrilling- 
ly optimistic.

As outlined by H. I. Chernich- 
owsky, principal of Portland He- 
brew Schools, which are operated 
by the association with the assist- 
ance of community funds, the 
cities of Salem, Eugene and As- 
toria, each having between 15 and 
50 families, would benefit. 

What method will be used to 
put the plan into effect is still un- 
der consideration, but it is prob- 
able that some member in each 
community may be recruited to 
conduct the classes under a syl- 
labus prepared by the Portland 
faculty, which would visit the 
outlying sectors periodically for 
instruction and supervision. 


Might Include Adults 


Mr. Chernichowsky, an earnest 
Russian-born scholar, also envis- 
ions the possibility of extension 
work for adults, in such subjects 
as history, political trends, Jew- 
ish customs and similar topics in 
the Jewish educational field. But 
he admits there are many handi- 
caps to such work. 

Mr. Chernichowsky was instruc- 
tor in Hebrew for the Institute for 
Jewish Studies held in Portland 
for the first time this season, the 
only layman member of the four- 
man faculty. The institute attract- 
ed some 175 adults for a 10-week 
course in four subjects. Plans 
are under way now to enlarge 
next year’s session of the insti- 
tute, which is a joint project of 
the Jewish Educational Associa- 
tion and the Jewish Community 
Center. 

“We are living in a time when 
our people have lost their sense 
of value in Jewish culture,” the 
educator said in his 1945 report 
to his board of directors, a report 
in which he appealed for broader 
participation in Jewish education 
and for greater support for the 
work.

“5. Jewish holidays and fes- 
tivals should be respected in all 
Jewish homes even when the par- 
ents themselves are not very re- 
ligious. 

“6. Every Jewish. home should 
have at least a small Jewish li- 
brary. 

“7, Current Jewish news, na- 
tional and local, should be dis- 
cussed by the family at home. 

“8. There should be some Jew- 
ish music in every home. 

“9. The work that our Chalut- 
zim do in Palestine should be dis- 
cussed at home, even if the par- 
ents are not Zionists. 

“10. Parents should check on 
their children’s progress in the 
Jewish school and help them with 
their home work if possible.”

Several months ago, I noticed a marked tardiness, absenee- 
yeeord, and general secreivness im eertain classes of owr Religious 
School. Ik developed that many boys and girls were afraid to come, 
er to go home, alone. Gangs were assembling to molest them with- 
in a wide radius. Some “dead-end kid” would ask a group if they

Certain immediate steps were 
taken. The police helped a lit- 
tle; but the outer symptoms were 
stopped by vigilante crews of 
fathers and boys, who patrolled 
several blocks before, during, 
and after religious school. 
Hated Springfield Plan 

But the situation obviously de- 
manded drastic measures involv- 
ing the roots of this evil. I in- 
nocently asked a school official 
whether he had heard of the 
Springfield Plan. “I never heard 
of it!’ was the answer. From 
this, and other happenings, I 
learned that the mention of the 
“Springfield Plan” was a red 
flag to most school people. They 
hated the very sound of it, be- 
eause they felt that the work of 
that one city had been over- 
publicized; and that other towns, 
including Yonkers, had done a 
great deal. 

Repeated hints were given that 
we had a Yonkers Plan. This, 
upon investigation, turned out to 
be the usual celebration of 
Brotherhood Week, combined 
with plenty of leeway to each 
principal to do as he or she 
jolly well pleased. Some of these 
principals were sympathetic, a 
few were zealous about intercul- 
tural education; still others 
were smug and complacent; and 
one or two were racially pre 
judiced. The children were the 
victims; or beneficiaries, of the 
principals’ attitudes. 

Even after much agitation by 
some of us, I saw that nothing 
concrete was being accomplished. 
With the encouragement, there- 
fore, of several friends, my wife 
and I called a conference of 25 
leading citizens of Yonkers in 
ow home. We made it purely 
personal and social. We were 
warned by some “experts” in 
community relations, that a Jew, 
and especially a rabbi, should 
never become a leader of this 
sort of thing. It was too “ob- 
vious,” 

But I felt differently. Many of 
these leaders knew me as “Ben,” 
through my membership in the 
Rotary Club, and other fraternal 
work. They think of me primar- 
ily as an American. I saw no 
Teason why I should not use 
these friendships in a good 
cause,

Schools Begin To Act 

Many principals are them- 
selves becoming interested.

The super- 
intendent of schools has let it be 
known that, in the near future, a 
program of intercultural educa- 
tion would be offered in every 
school; and the superintendent 
himself this week took cogni- 
zance of the subject, and dis- 
cussed it with various groups. 

In the meantime the P-T.A. 
Council is certain to adopt inter- 
cultural education as a project 
for 1945-1946. The Interfaith 
Committee, long in existence, has 
just endorsed the movement.

Develops Method of Transporting Trucks by Plane 

Capt. Joseph E. Berman, 26, of Suffolk, Va., has been award- 
ed the Legion of Merit for “exceptionally meritorius conduct” 
in New Guinea. With one other officer, he conceived and de- 
veloped a plan for a two-and-one-half ton truck which could be 
taken apart for transportation by air. 

The bulk of such trucks had previously made delivery by 
plane impossible. Berman and his collaborator, working at first 
wth a wooden truck model, proved to their own satisfaction that 
their plan was practicable, later requested and secured a real 
truck for their experiments. They worked out a method of 
disassembling the truck, loading it onto two transport planes, 
then reassembling it at its destination. 

“By his initiative and inventive skill,” the award citation 
states, “Lt. Berman made a définite advance in the technique of 
airborne operations.”

Enemy artillery fire scored a direct hit on his aid station, 
killing many of his men and wounding others, but Tucker re- 
fused to be evacuated. He rounded up infantrymen for litter 
squads, and kept his medical unit functioning until the crisis 
was over. -

Y Catholic friend, Mr. Sweeney, asked 

what I thought of Israel Zolli, chief 
rabbi of Rome being converted to Catholicism. 
Mr. Sweeney seemed to expect that I would 
be in a begrudging mood in the matter of 
Rabbi Zolli, that I might dispute the moral 
right of the Catholic 
Church to take him from 
us, that I would turn 
with bitter reproaches 
against Rabbi Zolli him- 
self. 

I replied that I hoped 
Rabbi Zolli would turn 
out really to be a most 
exemplary Christian. ... 
“You know, Sweeney, 
there aren’t too many good Christians around 
and I should be happy if the conversion of 
Rabbi Zolli adds one authentic Christian to the 
population. You must agree that genuine Chris- 
tians are rather scarce, if you consider the 
awful condition of mankind in these times and 
how long ago Jesus died for mankind’s salva- 
tion, according to your Gospels. 





“Moreover, my dear Sweeney, consider the 


enormous number of the churches and the 
budgets that have been expended on Chris- 
tianity these 2000 years. Considering all that, 
you can’t say there are anywhere nearly 
enough Christians at work in the world. 

“All this double-distilled meanness that’s 
extant in the world, all this hate and bigotry, 
all these vicious little haters and back-biters. 
Certainly, there seems a scarcity of Chris- 
tians in a so-called Christian world.”

Rabhi Charges Ignorant Laymen 
Trying to Rule American Jewry

Many Jewish laymen feel that leadership and the honor that 
goes with it, belong to the rich and not to the scholars. In American 
synagogues the rich laymen have established complete ascendancy 
over the rabbis. Here the old-world process is reversed: formerly 
the synagogue influence streamed outwardly, but nowadays secular 
standards invade and pervade = 
the synagogue; formerly a rab- 
bi’s chief assets were learning 
and piety, but in America they 
are oratory and proper’ con- 
tacts. The further the syna- 
gogue is removed from the old- 
fashioned type, the more it is 
dominated by laymen and their 
secular views. Rabbis who can- 
not accommodate themselves to 
this situation, are unhappy, and 
many are unhappy. 

Not content with the domina- 
tion of the synagogue, the laity 
is constantly looking for wider 
fields.

There is one paragraph in the 
letter which is a dead give-away. 
“Therefore, we believe that we 
have reached a period in history 
when, as at the beginnings of 
Reform, leadership must be taken 
by laymen who have no vested 
interests in official Jewish life, 
who are sincere in their concern 
for Judaism and the future of 
men and women who are Jews.” 

What is the meaning of these 
words? It is the am ha-aretz’ de- 
claration of independence. 

It is hard to suppress a few 
questions: Is this the time for 
the creations of schisms, of div- 
isions in Jewry? Is this the time 
for Jews to attack one another? 
Is not this the time for closing 
our ranks, for urging one an- 
other; let us rescue what we can 
and whom we can and deliver 
them wherever we can? Instead 
of engaging in polemics, should 
we not redouble our efforts in 
behalf of the faint and famished 
remnants of Israel? Is not this 
the time for increasing Jewish 
learning, rather than decreas- 
ing it? 

Not Distressed by Tragedy 

But, before we articulate these 
questions, we must realize that 
these Jews “who are at ease” in 
Philadelphia, in Houston, in Lin- 
coln, in Pontiac, and elsewhere, 
are not at all distressed by the 
misfortune that has overwhelm- 
ed Israel. Their chief concern 
now is that they be not con- 
fused with those persecuted 
Jews. The second principle of the 
Houston-Lincoln-Pontiac tribe 
reads: “We are Jews by virtue 
of our acceptance of Judaism.” 
We say: We are Jews, because 
we were born Jews. Not they: 
they just happened to accept 
Judaism, otherwise—racially, cul- 
aurally, linguistically, histori- 
cally, ideologically—they have 
nothing in common with those 
Jews who are persecuted. This is 
a hysterical attempt to forestall 
the Hitler of tomorrow. 

What kind of Judaism do 
these people want? A minimal 
Judaism that will rest very 
lightly upon its bearers and 
which asks for no sacrifices; a 
Judaism without Hebrew, with- 
out literature, without culture, 
without. time-honored ideals, 
without folkways. It is a strait- 
jacketed Reform Judaism with- 
out power of growth and devel- 
opment. Such a Judaism needs 
no schools, no scholarship, no 
rabbis; or rather, it wants rab- 
bis without scholarship, without 
interrectual courage and _initia- 
tive, who will follow the dictates 
of the laity. 

What kind of synagogues do 
they want? Exclusive, snobbish 
clubs from which Jews suspected 
of Zionist and “kosher” heresies 
will be barred; the membership 
will be uniform and regimented. 
But such Judaism has no reason 
for existence, because it has no 
contribution to make and it will 
not make any.

Post has asked for sugges- 
tions concerning suitable Jewish 
texts for the home education of 
his eight year old daughter. 

The first book I would recom- 
mend is the old fashioned Re- 
shith Daath. Some Jewish educa- 
tors do not look ; 
with favor upon 
this text, regard- — 
ing it as _ out- 
moded and el- 
ucationally un- 
sound. In my 
opinion however, 
it still remains 
the best intro- 
duction to the He- 
brew language, ants 
a knowledge of D. LEWIS 
which should form the founda- 
tion of any Jewish training and 
school curriculum. The Hebrew 
language is an emotionally po- 
tent medium for linking a Jew 
to his heritage, people and faith. 
It should be taught in a man- 
ner which will create within the 
pupil a feeling of pride and of 
joy in mastering the language 
of Israel and of the Bible, the 
language which has been mir- 
aculously revived and reborn in 
modern Palestine. 

Teach History From Bible 

Jewish history for an_ eight 
year old should best be Biblical. 
From the several available texts 
the most satisfactory is Morde- 
chai Soloff’s “When The Jewish 
People Was Young,” a_publica- 
tion of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. The 
“Pupil’s Workbook,” which 
should be used with it, will make 
the text more vivid and mean- 
ingful. The “Teacher’s Book” 
will assist the teacher in the 
presentation of the subject mat- 
ter. 

The Bible story when intelli- 
gently presented will further the 
moral and_ religious develop- 
men of the child, and strengthen 
his Jewish loyalties. It will help 
the pupil acquire faith in God, 
love for justice and a pride in 
Israel and the Torah. 

Till modern times, every Jew- 
ish child began his religious life 
quite early, with his father 
bringing him to the synagogue 
and introducing him to. the 
prayer book and to public wor- 
ship. Jewish liturgy remains to 
this very day a foremost educa- 
tional instrument. Without a 
knowledge and appreciation of 
our liturgy either in the ortho- 
dox version, the Siddur, or the 
Reform, the Union Prayer Book, 
Jewish education is shockingly 
inadequate. 

A Jewish youngster’ should 
know the fixed portions of the 
liturgy, the Borchu, Shema, etc., 
and the more important selec- 
tions such as “ Thou Shalt Love 
the Lord Thy God,” “The Soul 
Which Thou Hast Given Me,” 
the 23rd Psalm, and _ similar, 
simple and sublime prayers. His 
adult Jewish life will be richer 
and more spiritual. 

Do Not Overlook Music 

Music is an exceedingly im- 
portant educational instrument 
as Hitler can testify. The Nazi 
song book became the universal 
text book for German youth and 
with the tunes, melodies and 
music he conquered the hearts 
and minds of the German child. 
A Jewish education without a 
knowledge of the rich and var- 
ied, joyous and sad Jewish 
music—folk songs in Hebrew, 
Yiddish and English, traditional 
liturgical and religious selections 
for Sabbath, holidays and festi- 
vals; and the challenging songs 
which modern Palestine has 
given us, is woefully inadequate. 
Every Jewish youth is entitled 
to the endless joy which the 
music of Israel has in store for 










him, and to deprive him -theregy 
is a grave injustice. 

Many Jewish songster's of hig 
quality are available and one ®t 
more should be in every hom, 
and in regular use. “The Cate

Readjustment and Rehabilitation Only 
ONTREAL, Canada—It is strange how even the least Zion- 
pt ist of Jewish organizations (with the notable exception of 
the Council for Judaism, of course) manage to get around to doing 
something which sooner or jater comes to aid those Jews who see 
jn Palestine the fulfillment of the destiny of Israel. 

Here in Montrael I visited a Vocational Training School run 
by the Ort. The Ort, originally founded in Russia towards the end 
cf the last century to promote agricultural and industrial work 
among Jews is known throughout the world as a “non-partisan” gQr- 
ganization which claims no special interest in Zionist, and views 
the Jewish problem as one of readjustment and rehabilitation. After 
the holocaust of the first World War, the World Ort Union was 
formed. By 1938, it had branched out throughout Europe. By 1940, 
it had opened schools and training centers in Latin America. In 
1941, Ort began its Canadian activities, and the school that I saw 
in Montreal last week is a notable example of the work of this 
unique and poorly publicised body. 

The School, now in its second year, teaches various allied sub- 
jects in the field of practical and theoretical training. There was 
one large, light room with scores of drafting boards and blue- 


prints and mathematical charts. There was one immense floor taken - 


up by over a hundred machines and tool-making instruments. There 
was another classroom filled with shining, varnished products of 
carpentry and benchwork. There were rivets and lathes and grind- 
ers. Anda great roar and hum of young Jews at work. There were 
servicemen who have been sent to this school by the Canadian 
Government. There were young men who wanted to get out from 
odehind their desks and work with their hands. There were boys 
who found a new satisfaction in producing tools to be sent to liber- 
ated Europe, where other young Jews would reconstruct shattered 
homes and buildings. 

Not Zivnists—Canadians 

It was, for a minute, almost like a Palestinian scene, and there 
vas that same sense of a new energetic, healthy Jewish youth 
working for itself and doing so with pride and accomplishment. I 
spoke to the principal of the school, a well-known Canadian Jewish 
journalist and a leading figure in Montreal, who had spent three 
hard and often bitter years making this school the obvious success 
it had become. I asked him if any of these boys were Zionists, train- 
ing for work in Palestine. 

His answer was short and amused. Why, no—they were Canadians 
who were learning to become a useful unit in their own country, 
training to become skilled workers instead of petty tradesmen, he 
said. Certainly, there might be Zionists among them, but this great 
project of the reconstruction of Jewish economy, this had nothing 
to do with Palestine. 


I took another good look at the whirring machines, and the ° 


Jathes and the milling machines—and at the young men who work- 
ed here by day and at night, worked and learned tuition free. 
It was like going through a school in Haifa or Tel Aviv and watch- 
ing boys there become artisans and technicians and craftsmen, and 
there was the same eager expression in their faces. 

A Form of Halutziuth 

And then, it dawned on me. Of course, this war a form of 
Halutziuth too. This was pioneering and Hachshara. When the 
time came, and a political philosophy developed among these young 
men, and when some of them looked towards Palestine—they 
would find they had been prepared, that the tools were in their 
hands, and a skill had been given to them. 

I walked downstairs with the principal. Downstairs to his 
clean, business-like office lined with pictures of high Canadian gov- 
ernmental and military authorities who had visited this remark- 
able school, praised it and wondered at the high rate of efficiency, 
at the new techniques developed there. I looked at the exhibition 
of tools, laid out on a green baize table, all of them, made here 
in this large, noisy Montreal school, ready to be sent to Europe 
to aid Jews there. And I thought: how odd, this man really believes 
that he is an anti-Zionist, that all this has no connection with the 
miracle of Palestine, how odd! This might be a vocational school in 
Haifa instead of Montreal. And one day, some of these boys, work- 


ing in Haifa, would think with gratitude of the man who prepared 


them for Palestine.

In 
a world that admires only vic- 
tors, the Jews have persisted in 
advertising themselves as vic- 
tims only. This the Jews are not. 
I am not writing of those mur- 
dered but those alive. No man 
alive is a victim. It is not oniy 
stupid but dangerous to  pro- 
nounce himself one. 

And no man alive is a good 
man. In such pronouncements 
lie further stupidity and danger. 
Whenever a man parades his 
virtues I always look over his 
shoulder at his follies and evils. 
I know that virtue is always a 
minority and I dislike to be tak- 
en in by any durbars it stages. 
And if a man grows too loud 
with his claims to piety and 
goodness it is my human im- 
pulse to bring him to my own 
measure by examining studious- 
ly his many failings. 

Such, to a large degree, is 
the effect of the Virtue-Apologist 
propaganda of the Jews. The by- 
stander—not necessarily an anti- 
Semite—on hearing the  over- 
praise attached to the name Jew, 
ignores it a little irritably and 
bethinks himself at once of 
Jews he knows he wouldn’t be 
found dead with. 

My own attitude toward the 
Jews is that they need no de- 
fense—and that defending them 
is the major disservice I can 


word Jew. Not in the Jew, but 
in thyself, good professor, lies 
the peritonitis. 

Of the many professors, I se- 
lect one to look at here. He has 
no particular importance, nor 
does he make his points with 
literary distinction. He is an or- 
dinary scientist writing in an 
ordinary way—which is why I 
select him. His opinions have 
the value of being typical of the 
borderline of anti-Semitism where 
most of the blindfolded sages 
lurk. 

He is Raymond Kennedy, Pro- 
fessor or Sociology at Yale Uni- 
versity. As sociologist, he has 
studied the “Jewish problem” 
and discovered that it exists. He 
writes (in "Jews in a Gentile 
World,” published by The Mac- 
millan Company, New York) 
that among the student: body at 
Yale there is a pronounced aver- 
sion to Jews. 

This is not particularly news. 
I have never been to Yale (in 
any capacity) but I have heard 
tales that indicate that anti- 
Semitism is one of the sub-rosa 
courses of that institution. If a 
Yale college boy cannot row, 
swim, jump, run, or get the hang 
of the arts and sciences, he can, 
nonetheless, achieve great dis- 
tinction (and win a sort of so- 
cial Y) by prowling the cam- 
pus and snubbing Jews.

eyes. Heinrich Heine woke up 
one day and filled the world 
with a burst of bitter laughter. 
This “greatest of their poets” 
announced that, whatever the 
Jew was, the spectacle of the 
monstrosities who called them- 
selves Germans setting them- 
selves up as his judges and su- 
periors was one which must set 
the Devil and all his friends to 
laughing. 

But Heine is only a Jew—not 
a Jewish spokesman. The Jewish 
spokesmen are usually a little 
too stunned with calamity to 
make epigrams. Their very ego- 
ism bids them look to themselves 
for answers, rather than to 
their enemies. And they answer, 
scientifically, vaingloriously, de- 
spairingly. That they are argu- 
ing with lunacy, that they are 
titillating sadists, that they man- 
age only to inflame their ac- 
cusers by revealing their wounds 
—never daunts their propaganda. 

And in this struggle to dis- 
Prove the anti-Semite by pre- 
senting themselves as a noble, 
worthy, and even wondrous peo- 
ple, the Jews fall into a trap 
that leaves their enemies cack- 
ling. For even these have enough 
cunning to punch holes in such 
contentions, The mere fact that 
the Jews are to be found on this 


good as the rest of their play- 
mates. And, now and then, a 
little better. 

If there is anything special in 
the Jewish make-up, it lies in 
the ancient and still undissipat- 
ed egoism of the Jew. Here is 
the quirk of which the anti- 
Semites make always a great 
noise. I wish only that the accu- 
sations of egoism were as true 
as they proclaim them to be. 
The echo of Elijah is all too 
faint in the Jewish spirit. I wish 
also that many other of the ac- 
cusations were true—that Jews 
are dangerous, that they are a 
world menace to the Germans), 
that they cannot be assimilated 
by Nordic peoples (Is this really 
a charge or a complaint?). I 
wish too that there were com- 
plete truth in the accusations 
that the Jews are an implacable 
barrier to the philosophy of ram- 
pant nationalism. 

There is only one truth in all 
these charges. No Jew, were he 
given a Swastika to wear on his 
sleeve, could exist in the Hel! 
made by the Germans. Not even 
a bad Jew. There is enough of 
Elijah left in him to make of 
him the eternal Underground 
against tyranny. 

It behooves every Jew to em- 
brace this truth in the charges 


pete with the best Jew-haters in 
its halls of learning. I am told 
that in thirty-five years of this 
series, the Yale contingent has 
never won a contest, due to the 
fact that one or two Jews al- 
ways manage to sneak on the 
Yale team. 

Hearsay being my only witness 
on college anti-Semitism, I must 
skip over Professor Kennedy’s 
remarks concerning it. Yale col- 
lege boys are apparently too 
proud to eat with Jews, says the 
Professor, and the Jewish stu- 
dents are too nervous to foist 
themselves on their Gentile col- 
lege chums. For all I know, it 
may be the other way around-- 
at least I have often found it 
so in areas off the campus. 

From his Yale’ springboard, 
Professor Kennedy vaults into 
wider fields. He writes that in 
the United States as a-whole 
there is a similarly definite feel- 
ing that Jews are given “to av- 
arice, cunning, sharp dealing, 
clannishness, crudity of manners, 
and internationalism.” (The Pro- 
fessor’s politics may be glimpsed 
in his climatic criminal word 
“internationalism.”) 

Dr. Kennedy then offers the 
theory, first reassuring every- 
body that he is writing as a 
scientist, and not as a man of 











bias (like the professors who 
wrote of Semmelweis) that the 
American Jews are a case, God 
help them, and present caste 
problems similar to that of the 
Negro. 

Comparing Jews to Negroes is 
a rather recent scientific hobby 
and a step for both the Jew and 
the Negro in the professorial de- 
bates. It was not so long ago 
that Negroes were being com- 
pared chiefly to anthropoid apes, 
and Jews to demons hatched un- 
der gibbous moons. How much 
more valid and entertaining it 
would be to compare a_ white 
trash Alabama coon-hater with 
a white trash New England Jew 
hater! What is it they have in 
common? What, if any, politi- 
eal, psychiatric, and glandular 
maladjustment belong to both 
these citizens? 

But back to Dr. Kennedy. “The 
caste,” he defines, “is a strictly 
hereditary group. Those born 
into it can never rise out of it 
into a higher caste ... It seems 
likely that a major proportion 
of (American) non-Jews regard 
the status of the (Jewish) group 
as fixed and immutable. Other 
nationalities are encouraged and 
expected to move rapidly toward 
assimilation—but the Jews, even 
though they may adopt the out- 
ward aspects of American cul- 
ture, are supposed to remain a 
group apart.” 

I pause to underline the phrase 
“even though they may adopt.” 
There’s a picture for you of the 
Semite reluctantly and __infre- 
quently shedding his Chasidic 
curls and his phylacteries, and 
stepping gingerly into a theater 
for a look at Errol Flynn. 


It is careful work—being a 
professor. Observe Prof. Ken- 
nedy, building up, phrase by 


phrase, his anti-Jewish vocabu- 
lary. This is extra, over and 
above his labor as an observer 
of the American scene—or be- 
neath it, if you like. Thus: 
“They (the Jews) are cer 
tainly discouraged from mingling 
freely with Gentile fellow-citi- 
zens,” he continues. “We even 
find the term ‘passing’ used to 
indicate the process by which 
Jews conceal their ancestry, and, 
often changing their names, dis- 
appear into the mass of Gentile 
society. The parallel with the 
negro case is obvious. With all 
this, however, the Jews are not 
so completely shut off from as- 
similation as the negroes.” (Sor- 
ry, Sambo, but this is a mighty 
keen professor, and he ought to 
know.) “At the very least, being 
white, they can ‘pass’ easily .. . 
The hereditary out-group alloca- 
tion of the Jews is not so strictly 


enforced as that of the other 
racial minorities (negroes), still 
they encounter barriers which 


other white immigrant groups do 
not face. They occupy an inter- 
mediate quasi-caste position.” 

Here the Professor seems to 
have fightened himself into pro- 
moting the Jews from the ordin- 
ary low-down “caste” to an “in- 
termediate quasi-caste,” which 
shows you that, scientist though 
he is, his heart is in the right 
place. 

One is not a_ professor for 
nothing. In addition to a gener- 
ous heart, Prof. Kennedy is given 
to fair-mindedness. He now ex- 
amines, as I have urged my 
readers to do, the anti-Semite 
cranium. I quote: 

“The success of Jews in busi- 
ness or the professions is not 
generally praised, rather it is 
regarded as a threat. They are 
not said to have ‘made a suc- 
cess’ of the clothing business and 
cinema indurtry, they have ‘got 
control’ of them.

All Faiths on Air 
In KFAB Program

LINCOLN, Neb.—A series of 


religious programs that will of- 
fer unusual audience interest, be- 
cause it will be inter-denomina- 
tional im character, is being 
broadcast from 2 to 2:30 p. m. 

The 
featured speaker on each week’s 
program will represent a differ- 
ent religious faith. On the pro- 
gram committee is Rabbi Meyer 
H. Marx. 
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The Talmud is a vast encyclo- 
paedia of ancient lore pertaining 
to every aspect of life of the Jew- 
ish people. It comprises the 
learned discussions of the acad- 
emies of Palestine and Babylonia 
during a period of approximately 
500 years from the first pre-Chris- 
tian century to the sixth post- 
Christian century. Its contents 
may roughly be classified as Hala- 
kha, or regulations of an author- 
itative character affecting prac- 
tical every-day conduct; and Hag- 
gadah, non-legal material, such as 
exegesis, history, folklore, philos- 
ophy, ete., which had no binding 
character. 

The Halakha, or authoritative 
legislation of the Talmud, in spite 
of the fact that it represents 
various layers of historical de- 
velopment, almost invariably up- 
holds the principle of equal rights 
for the law-abiding citizen, Jew 
and non-Jew alike, except in cere- 
monial matters. This juridic prin- 
ciple was based upon the recog- 
nition of the equality of all hu- 
man beings whose code of con- 
duct obliged them to practice the 
so-called seven Noahidian laws 
of humanity, namely, the observ- 
ance of civil laws, prohibition of 
blasphemy, idolatry, lust, blood- 
shed, robbery and eating a limb 
of a living animal. Included 
among the adherents of the Noah- 
idian laws were not only mem- 
bers of all monotheistic religions 
like Christians and Mohammed- 
ans, but even persons norminally 
pagans who lived up to this stand- 


ard. Indeed, the teachers of the ‘ 


Talmud deduced this principle 
from the very words of the Scrip- 
tures. 

To further strengthen this prin- 
ciple of equality before the Jew- 
ish law, Samuel, the famous head 
of a Babylonian academy in the 
third century, laid down the max- 
imum that the secular law of the 
(non-Jewish) state in which Jews 
lived, that is, the law pertaining 
to civil and political affairs, was 
to be regarded as a religiously 
binding Jewish law. This principle 
was subsequently recognized by 
all Jewish authorities. 

Indeed, it was powerfully im- 
plemented, ih favor non-Jews, 
by the moral prohibition of “Hillul 
ha Shem,” profanation of the 
name of God and his Torah 
(Bible): “To harm a _ non-Jew 
is considered even a greater sin 
than to harm a Jew, because the 
former act may lead to a ‘profana- 
tion of the name.’” 

Equality before the law was, 
however, not conceded to the 
heathen peoples mentioned in the 
Bible who did not come up to 
the standard of the Noahidians. 
In discussing the ancient heath- 
ens retrospectively, the scolars 
of the Talmud deduced their dif- 
ferent status from the need of 
safeguarding the religious life of 
che monotheistic community 
against degrading heathen influ- 
ences. Similarly, the Talmud re- 
fuses to grant equality to Jewish 
individuals whose habitual devia- 
tion from social behavior was no- 
torius in the community. 

It should also be stated that im 
times of political stress, for in- 
stance, during the Hadrianic 
Wars, the equilibrium between 


to the port of Akaba om Your Blood Quota—Now Jews and non-Jews was profound- 


ly disturbed and the granting of 
equal rights was temporarily sus- 
pended. A contemporary illustra- 
tion would be the American atti- 
tude towards Nazis. 

In normal times, then, only un- 
social elerments, whether Jews 
or non-Jews, were deprived of 
full rights by the Jewish law. In 
spite of this patent fact, anti- 
Semitic writers have maliciously 
charged that the Jews apply a 
different standard in their deal- 
ings with all non-Jews. Protes- 
tant and Catholic scholars have 
repeatedly exposed this libel, as 
have courts of law. Among the 
outstanding books may be men- 
tioned “Israel Among the Na- 
tions” by Joseph Bloch. This book 
contains a carefully documented 
account of the famous Rohling 
case which was tried before a 
Vienna court in 1883 to 1885. The 
court was called upon to adjudi- 
cate the charges brought by Pro- 
fessor August Rohling of the Uni- 
versity of Prague against the Jew- 
ish community to the effect that 
“the Jew was authorized by his 
religion to exploit non-Jews in 
every way.” Rohling published his 
accusations in a widely distributed 
pamphlet which bristled with 
alleged quotations from the Tal- 
mud and other Jewish writings. 
Dr. Joseph Bloch, rabbi and mem- 
ber of the Austrian Parliament, 
in a series of articles in a promi- 





nent Vienna daily charged that 
Rohling was neither morally nor 
scientifically fit to criticize the 
Talmud, that his quotations from 
the Talmud, the Shulkhan Arukh 
and the Zohar (mystical -Jewish 
writings) were egregious falsifica- 
tions and, in part, sheer fiction. He 
offered the sum of 3,000 taler if 
Rohling could prove that he was 
able to read a single page of the 
Talmud chosen at random. The 
court was anxious to obtain ex- 
pert opinion on the points at issue 
and selected two authorities sug- 
gested by the German Associa- 
tion of Orientalists and by the 
Catholic Rector of the University, 
of Vienna. As Rohling requested, 
they were “full-blooded” Chris- 
tians, namely, Prof. Theodore 
Noeldeke of the University of 
Strassburg and Prof. August 
Wuensche of Dresden. Additional 
experts were also called in. After 
two and half years a report was 
ready. The trial was to start No- 
vember 18, 1885, but before the 
hearings began Rohling withdrew 
all his charges. He was sentenced 
to pay the cost of the trial and 
was dismissed from his position 
at the University. 
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COUNCIL DIRECTOR SAYS ZIONISM 
TIES MEMBERS TO JEWISH STATE IDEA 


To the editor, 

I should like to introduce my 
friend, Mr. Chacham, to plain 
Mr. Hillel—the gentleman who 
occasionally conducts Mr. Segal’s 
column. 

Recently Mr. Hillel wrote that 
he is a Zionist who is horribly 
eonfusei by the way the Zionist 
leaders are pulling him around 
this way and that.

And he would 
quote to Mr. Hillel, chapter and 
verse, from all of the official 
Zionists who have ever been; the 
Zionists who have determined 
Zionist doctrine from Herzl and 
Gottheil, to Silver, Wise, and 
Goldstein. 

And then, he would say to Mr. 
Hillel, “That being the situation, 
what do you expect? When you 
joined the Zionist organization 
you practically sent a prepaid 
telegram to Dr. Wise, Dr. Silver 
and Dr. Goldstein, telling them 
that you agreed that Jews were 
a nation, a ‘homeless’ people, 
whose highest political aspira- 
tions centered in a Jewish Com- 
monwealth in Palestine.”

Some of my 
best friends are Zionists who 
don’t want a Jewish state or 
commonwealth, And because they 
have not bothered to inquire a 
little lixe me, they are always 
angry like you about not being 
asked by Zionist leaders who go 
to Washington and report to the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee that they represent ninety- 
five per cent of the Jews!” 

And then, very tactfully, Mr. 
Chacham would say, “Mr. Hillel, 
you have no one to blame but 
yourself. The fact is when you 
joined the Zionist organization 
you gave Dr. Wise, Dr. Silver 
and Dr. Goldstein a blank check. 
You signed a card which said 


you agreed to the Basel, Pro- 
gram.” 

Mr. Hillel, who had néver 
heard of the Basel Program 


would enter another denial; But 


\. Mr. Chacham would be prepared 





for that one too. He would show 
Mr. Hillel the Zionist Organiza- 
tion membership blank which Mr. 
Hillel signed. 

And then, Mr. Chacham would 
explain the Basel Program, 
which is really quite open and 
frank in declaring that the pur- 
pose of Zionism “is to create for 
the Jewish people a publicly se- 
cured, legally assured home” 

So it would become clear that 
Mr. Hillel gave Dr. Wise and 
Dr. Silver and Dr. Goldstein a 
green light to use his, Mr. Hil- 
lel’s, name as in agreement with 
all this. Mr. Hillel gave that con- 
sent when he toid Mr. Goldbaum 
to sign the application blank in 
the Zionist Organization for him 
and to take his $6.00 dues and 
get out of Hillel’s Haberdashery 
so he, Mr. Hillel, could wait on 
the next customer. 

Mr. Chacham would also in- 
form Mr. Hillel that Zionist 
leaders have always interpreted 
“publicly secured, legally assured 
home” to mean a National Jew- 
ish State or Commonwealth in 
Palestine. 

And then, Mr. Hillel, being a 
practical man, would realize at 
last that since he did sign his 
name to tl.at membership card, 
he should expect such things as 
he complaitis about—the politi- 
cal antics of Zionist leaders, the 
throwing of political brick-bats, 
the pestering of political lead- 
érs, like the President of the 
United States—all in Mr. Hillel’s 
name. 

And then, if Mr. Hillel were 
impressed with Mr. Chacham’s 
wisdom and asked him what to 
do about this problem he would 
be able to advise him. He would 
tell you that the only way to 
stop those who would play the 
rolé of Jewish Caesars is to get 
out of their army—the Zionist 
Organization. And that, believe 
it or not, if Mr. Hillel doesn’t 
like the Jewish Caesars’ propos- 
ed nation, he can just move out 
of it—into America. 

Mr. Chacham would try to im- 
press Mr. Hillel and you with 
the urgency of organizing to 
emancipate Jews. For Mr. Cha- 
cham has learned that mere dis- 
sent from an organized idea is 
not enough to be left in peace; 
that sometimes, even the great- 
est individualists must organize 
and pursue a better course. 

I think Mr. Hillel might find 
a real psychological lift in be- 
ing in company with like-minded 
people, in an organized way. And 
he would find that that psycho- 
logical life was ever so much 
better than the obvious irritation 
and frustration that Mr. Hillel 
reveals because no one. asks 
him avout what Dr. Wise, Dr. 
Silver and Dr. Goldstein should 
say in his name when they go 
to Washington.

Denounces Bias

TORONTO—A scathing denun- 
eiation of religious and racial dis- 
erimination and the “perpetuation 
of ghettos” in Canada through re- 
strictive clauses in land deeds was 
delivered here by a senior judge 
of the Supreme Court of Ontario. 

Though the judge found that 
the Provincial Anti-Racial Dis. 
crimination act does not apply to 
restrictive clauses in land deed, 
he expressed himself in forthright 
terms of what he thought of the 
principle behind “No Jews Need 
Apply” as embodied in these dis- 
criminatory land and property 
deeds. 

The case in question was a 
motion by the owners of a prop- 
erty requesting a ruling that a 
clause stipulating that the land 
or any buildings erected on it 
must not be sold or occupied by 
any persons “other than Gentiles 
(non-Semitic) of European or 
British or Irish or Scottish an- 
cestry” did not contravene the 
Provinces anti-discrimination act. 
This act, which the judge describ- 
ed as a “worthy step in the prop- 
er direction” prohibits the pub- 
lishing or display of material 
discriminating against any per- 
son or class of persons because of 
their race or creed. 

In the strongest language yet 
used by a judge of the highest 
court of the Province and per- 
haps one of the most outspoken 
denunciations of racial discrim- 
ination practised in Canada, to be 
heard in this country, the judge, 
Mr. Justice Chevrier, a Roman 
Catholic, denounced those who dis- 
criminate against the Jew. 





Congress Says ‘No’ 


To Committee Bid 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK—The American 


Jewish Congress has announced 
that it has declined the invitz- 
tion of Judge Joseph M. Pros- 
kauer ,president of the American 
Jewish Committee, to join in “an 
informal conference” with a 
view toward developing common 
action on the basis of a three- 
point post-war program pre- 
sented by its Peace Problems 
Committee. 

In a letter to Judge Proskauer 
Rabbi Irving Miller, chairman 
of the Congress executive com- 
mittee, declared that the Con- 
gress as a constituent part of 
the American Jewish Conference 
cannot undertake to join with 
Jewish bodies which are outside 
of the Conference. Such action, 
the letter declared, “would be 
destructive of the unity of Amer- 
ican Jewry” which was estab- 
lished through the American 
Jewish Conference.

No one in this country is ever 
disliked for their nationality or 
religion, but for the many things 
they do as individuals. 

Then, too, the many mays 
they tried to get out of this war 
and succeeded in many cases did 
not help their case any. 

When they consent to take 
their fair share and not ask for 
more, then there is no reason 
why they should be disliked or 
persecuted. That is mentioned in 
the line of constructive criticism, 
as no one would more like to see 
all people live in harmony than 
I would.

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Not Tremendous Growth; Public Merely Being Informed 


N considering the numerous recent out- 

breaks of anti-Semitic incidents and the re- 
ports of discrimination in various organiza- 
tion, it should be remembered that this situa- 
tion does not indicate the tremendous growth 
of anti-Semitism in the United States that at 
first glance it might seem to do. 


What is happening now is a ferreting out of 


these incidents, and the reporting of them to 
the public. This is altogether a step in the 
right direction, for certainly no antidote to 


the evil can be administered until a real knowl- 
edge of its extent and danger is ascertained. 

These outbreaks, and, for instance, the one 
reported in this issue of The Post of the scur- 
rilous destruction in the rabbi’s home in Phila- 
delphia, must have been known all the time, 
as they occurred, to the anti-Defamation 
League The sin against the Jewish public was 


in keeping these incidents from them, all the 
while ADL executives paraded around the coun- 
try decrying the growth of anti-Semitism, but 
never being specific enough ‘so. that people 
would believe that they were doing aught but 
crying, “wolf! wolf!” 

But now the Jewish public is being informed. 
It is obvious that action of a decided kind is 
needed. There must be a merger of all civic 
defense organizations. It is hardly possible for 
these organizations to continue to operate as 
they do, each vieing with the other. No one 
says that the mere fact of the merger will 
automatically cause anti-Semitic activities to 
stop. But at least the Jewish public would have 
some assurance that the best minds are being 
applied to protecting the position of the Jew, 
and there would be the point that these people 
would be responsible to the Jewish public of 
the United States. 


How Any Jewish Group Could Sink So Low 


T is almost impossible to bevieve that any 

Jewish group would sink so low as to actually 
place itself on record either against Jewish 
immigration into Palestine, or what amounts 
to the same thing, being in favor “of the 
largest possible Jewish immigration to Pal- 
estine that can be effected without bringing 
about conflict with the Arabs.” 

And so The Jewish Fellowship, British coun- 
terpart of the American Council for Judaism, 
carries to the inevitable conclusion its fight 
against a Jewish Palestine. 

Fortunately there is little harm that can 


be done by the cause of a Jewish Common- 
wealth either by The Jewish Fellowship or the 
American Council for Judaism. In the opinion 
of The Post, these organizations are years too 
for a Commonwealth. There is more danger 
late to mean anything whatsoever in the fight 
that the Zionists may overemphasize the im- 
portance of these groups and so let that factor 
influence Zionist policy, than there is in any- 
thing these groups may do that can have any 
effect on the eventual solution to the Palestine 
problem.

T did not require repetition by War Manpow- 
{ er Commissioner McNutt to bring home the

Hebrew U. is the Harvard, Princeton, Yale, 
the Oxford and Cambridge of World Jewry, 
Prof. Leon Roth, Says—-The Hebrew University, 
of the whole Jewish world; and the body of 
the Jewish world altho’ its heart be in Palestine, 
is bounded only by the confines of the globe. 

I like to think of the University of Jerusalem 
as the Harvard and Princeton and Yale, the 
Oxford and Cambridge, of world Jewry. These 
universities are universities not for their own 
countries. They are the spiritual centers of the 
whole English speaking world. They take in, 
and give out, year by year, men from all the 
far flung corners of the Anglo-Saxon world, 
and imbue them with their spirit. 

The vision I have of the Hebrew University 
is just that: A Citadel of the Jewish Spirit, 
but a citadel with its portals wide open, tak- 
ing in, and giving out, redeemed and refreshed 
the bearers of the Jewish mind. But I see it as 
more even than a citadel. I see it as a living 
temple dedicated not only to the preservation 
of the Jewish heritage but to its recreation 
in ever new and varied forms. In that sense 
I claim for Palestine and the University every 
living Jewish soul, and willing to battle, in 
the name, and with the help of Palestine and 
the University, for every living Jewish soul. 

For the Jewish soul is very sick. We have 
been shattered more than we realize by the 
shocks we have been made to endure. We need 
in the spiritual, no less than in the physical 
sphere, help, redemption and salvation. And 
I should dare affirm that, if we take a long 
view, die,--if the spiritual help is needed even 
more vitally than physical help. If the spirit 
is weak, the strongest body will die,—if the 


- spirit is strong, the weakest body will live. 


Ultimately strength is the strength of the 
spirit.

ancestral group, a knowledge that whatever 
a Jew says or does has public currency and 
helps to mould America’s future attitude to- 
ward Jews as a whole. 

Jews in America need not succumb to per- 
secution-mania and accept as unalterable a 
tragic destiny as victims of an ancient unfor- 
tunate legend rooted in the subconscious soul 
of their neighbors. Nor need Jews fall a prey 
to security-mania, refusing to recognize the 
existence of anti-Jewishness in wide circles 
throughout the land and hence the true in- 
stability of their present social and economic 
status. On the contrary, Jews are in a posi- 
tion to determine their future to a considerable 
extent, though not entirely. They can do so by 
their behaviour during the mid-twentieth cen- 
tury decades. They cannot yet afford the lux- 
ury that others may indulge in, the luxury of 
relaxing from their best behavior. They must 
continue to give of themselves to this land, 
to make sacrifices beyond a normal share, to 
ally themselves with forward-looking, liberal 
forces. They must not sink into humility nor 
offend by forwardness, but they must be more 
honest in their business-relationships than non- 
Jews, they must be more forbearing in their 
disputes with adversaries than non-Jews, they 
must be more considerate of their neighbors’ 
sensitiveness, they must be ever aware that 
their every act, their every trait, their every 
word is, rightly or wrongly, interpreted as 
symbolic of universal Jewish acts, traits, and 
opinions. ; 

It is not pleasant to live in a glass house, 
deprived of privacy. It is not pleasant to be 
constantly exposed to the public glare. It is 
not pleasant to know that one is again being 
weighed in the balance, that in the lands of 
freedom and in the twentieth century one is 
still on probation. Jews must, however, cherish 
the hope that they will not be found wanting, 
that their period of probation will not be too 
protracted, that America will ultimately receive 
their contributions not with cool tolerance but 
with pride and joy, integrating the Jewish 
instrument into its wonderful cultural orches- 
tra.
